J. Bradford, Rev. Mackenzie and 
M. G. Brooks Speakers, Give 
Helpful Addresses. 



The sixty-five men who attended 
the Bible-Study supper in the Mc- 
Gill Y. M . C. A. made that meeting 
one of the most successful that has 
been held by that institution this 
session. Shortly after six o'clock 
last evening the members of the Bible 
Classes which have been conducted ] 
by the McGill Y . M. C. A. sine last j 
fall met in Strathcona Hall, and were 
giveil supper by the Social Commit- I 
tee. 

Mr. John Bradford, Community 
Secretary of the Central Y. M. C. 
A-, was the first called upon, by M. 
Walsh, the chairman, lo contribute to 
the programme of the evening. Mr. 
Bradford is well known in Montreal, j 
and lo students of the University, as 
one of the few men who can tell 
stories and make them one and ail 
very laughable. Mr. Bradford pro- 
voked a scream of laughter from the 
lime lie commenced, and was a sen- 
sation to those who had not heard, 
and a delight lo those who had. by 
the endless variety of stories he al- 
ways has at his command. 
The Reverend Mackenzie was nexl 
! 'ailed upon, and he gave a helpful ; 
:ind inspiring address on Bible Study. 
There is danger In reading books 
about the Bible, the speaker said, if ! 
we do not corroborate the statements 
made in the book by what the Bible 
says. Bible study saves us from spir- 
itual narrowness. It saves us from 
personal hobbies; or from following 
along Hie line of least resistance. By 
reading the Bible we get a religion 
thai has a proportion which we can 
not arrive at in any other way- The 
religion of the Bible, moreover, is a 
comprehensive religion. Rev. Mac- 
kenzie then named three of England's 
greatest statesmen as an example of 
the wonderful power which truly re- 
ligious men have. The Hon. Lloyd 
George, Premier of England, has a 
passion for the manhood of Britain, 
but in this he is guided by the in- 
spiration lie has obtained from a deep 
knowledge of the Bible, The relig- 
ion in the Bible is an intensely per- 
sonal one, and lo find this out we 
have only to read any of the Psalms. 
Social relationships are also clearly 
brought out, and in the Bible we find 
burning indignations against wrong, 
and a strong appeal for purity. Poli- 
tical relationships here shown is that 
we must have an all-round religion. 
One of the most potent things about 
the religion of the Bible is that it is 
an eternal one. and it is the centre of 
great eternal facts. "We cannot study 
the Bible with moral neutrality, for 
It will liberate us from our preju- 
dices, from the bonds of custom, and 
from solfishness." 

The study of the Bible means to us 
more than we at first imagine. It 
is a defence against temptations, am' 
when wo are on the verge of failure 
those truths we have come to know 
will leap up to our aid. It brings us 
face to lace with slu and with purity. 
There is a marvellous source of in- 
spiration to do, and lo be better con- 
tained in this book, and though It Is 
often thotiRht otherwise, the Bible Is 
n human document, and II luvt i.ot, as 
used to be supposed, been drooped 
from Heaven as the people of the 
Hindoo type lliink that thcir's has. 
It is" rather a record of human ex- 
perience, ami it gives us a standard 
of values. From it we c an take exam- 
ples, axioms and teachings for guid- 
ance. 

Mr. M . G, Hrooks. the returned 
McGill missionary from Ceylon, was 
then called upon by Mr. Walsh. Mr. 
Hrooks, In commencing, said that 
since leaving McGill In 1910 he has

The Military Hospitals Commission 
Bulletin announces that Dr. W. \V. 
Chiptnan, Med. 'll. professor of ob- 
stetrics and gynaecology in the Fac- 
ulty of Medicine, and a physician 
with extensive medical, surgical ami 
hospital experience, has been ap- 
pointed Medical Inspector of Con- 
valescent Hospitals to assist the 
Medical Superintendent. Latterly 
the work of the Military Hospitals 
Commission has increased largely 
through the additional hospital ac- 
commodation secured for bed cases, 
which were formerly treated ui ling- 
land. From now on, it is intended to 
send a large number of cases to Can- 
ada. Which will require "active" and 
not merely "convalescent'' hospital 
treatment- To meet this new condi- 
tion the work of the Commission will 
be not. only greatly Increased, but 
widened in scope.

Thorn is a decided scarcity of phy- 
sical instructors, owing to the great 
demand for them in army training. 
Musseurs also are hard to get. The 
Commission Is itself training the men 
required, being unable to procure 
them otherwise. Sergeant Major 
Kendall lias been put in charge of 
this work at Toronto, where the first 
i lass has Just graduated. Fifty addi- 
tional men, Specially selected from 
tlie "base duly' soldiers held In Eng- 
land as being unfit for service at the 
front, are being now brought ovej lo 
be trained for Mils work. 

Eventually, and as soon as pos- 
sible, every Convalescent Hospital 
will have its physical instructor. The 
exercises carried out under this sys- 
tem, and massage, with baths of vari- 
ous kinds, have proved most helpful 
in the recovery of strength and sup- 
pleness.

The new hospital for nerve cases 
at Cobourg— the old building of Trin- 
ity Coliego — Is particularly well 
equipped. For Instance, it has the 
electric cabinet, in which heat is gen- 
erated by electricity; needle baths, 
■hOwer balhs, noizld baths; continu- 
ous hot water baths, for the whole 
body, and for particular limbs; and 
baking or dry heating apparatus. 
Which is very effective In certain af- 
fections of the Joints. 

The X-ray apparatus has proved 
absolutely essential. It is used chief- 
ly for locating foreign bodies and 
otherwise assisting diagnosis. It is 
being Installed In all the larger hos. 
pltals.

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration of six months from the date of the staking, the pros- 
pector, to retain his rights, must lake out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 500 acres in unsurveyed territory 
The price of this license Is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10. 0' 1 
on issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the saine terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to the 
estent of st least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding 1 lie above, a mining concession may be acquired at an; 
time at the rate of $."i.00 an acre for SUPERIOR MKTALS, and $3.00 an acre 
for INFERIOR MINERALS,

where important mineralized belts are known to exist.
